KiK'li supceedinjr wcok Hon. T. 1". 
O'Connor has sonioiliinfr intercstinjr 
to say on subjects clear to ever^ 
Irishman. Tliis week he has written 
as foUoTirs to the Chicago Tribune: 

Ireland's interest and excitement 
U in sharp contrast to the quietude 
hi Ensrland. Already the clash of 
arms is heard in preparation for tlic 
ffrent national convention wliicli will 
decide till' fall' of liirn-irs laiiii liiM. 
All feel thai Irelanil is apiiniarliin^'- 
the great tiirnin)^ point in its liistorv 
and Birrcll's land bill, if jiasscil. 
closes forever the dark period 
through which the land lias been 
atruggliog. 

The landlords are in an unholy 
alliance against the bill, and O'Brien 
is charging Birrell and Dillon with 
the extraordinary purpose to 
strangle the land jimi'liavc with 
Birrell's bill. The latullonls, niakinir 
a saner criticism. iloiKiunee the bill 
as a stirrender to Itednlond and the 
i'atlle drivers. The English news- 
papers are beginning to be filled 
with long letters from the Irish 
landlords In another attempt to de- 
stroy Birrell by portentous lying. 
The struggle to restore to the people 
the land now held by cattle drivers 
abolishes the relics of landlordism 
on reasonable terms and gives to the 
congested districts in tin- West 
gigantic subsidies for iniproveini-ii; 
and purchase. 

It is the first real chance for a 
resnrreetion from the present 
inrretehedness and the Irish party is 
practically unanimous for the 'bill 
with the exception of O'Brien, and 
he figures on disorders in Ireland. If 
the landlords, encouraged by O'ltrien 
and the possibility of a near election 
and a Tory triumph, hold out. then 
indeed ilisorder will come. It is Ire- 
land's fierce desire to be done finally 
iwith landlordism and the ranches 
and, it ParUament will not d«^t, she 
•rill do it herself. 

Mr. O'Connor predicts a general 
election in the United Kingdom 
within two years at least. Of course 
this me^ns a dissolution of the pre.«- 
ent Parliament before that time. 
And he says that, so far as the Irisli 
party is concerned, it would welcome 
a dissolution the first moment thi' 
bill of Uirrefl. finally disposing of 
the land question, was passed into 
law. That bill has many enemies, it 
is true; no one of which has done 
more to imperil its fortunes unfor- 
tunately than Mr. William O'Brien. 
He peisists in seeing in the pro- 
visions of the Wvndham act the one 
way out of the land prol)lem. Iml in 
that opinion he stands alone among 
Irish Nationalists, though. of 
oourse, the Wyndham act, with its 
ultra favorable terms to the land- 
lords, is naturally also the Ideal of 
the whole landlord party in both Ire- 
land and the House iif i,ord». Sne'i 
an act is, in my opinion. Impossible 
of repetition, and both Mr. O'Hrien 
and the landlords will have a rude 
awakening if they defeat Hirrell's 
bill In the hope of getting such a 
measure as a substitute, Mr. O'Hrien 
gave the hint to the landlords, and 
especially to the House of Lords, to 
reject Birrell's bill in the certainty 
that there should be a senaral elec- 
tion and a Tory majority In the 
course of a year or two. 

Speaking of .I. V. Tarrell. the Irish 
niem1>er of rarliaiiieiit now in jail 
for denouncing land grabber^-. Mr. 
O'Connor says he is a determined 
and courageous fellow, but ■un- 
fortunately in bad health. Of course 
be oan yet out of jail any moment 
he Ukes by giving promise not to 
repeat tue offense with wbioh he i-; 
charged; but such promise is not 
likely to be given. The case is a 
good specimen of what is going on 
all over Treland today. In 1841 a 
townland or estate known as the 
l>ouglas estate had a population of 
1.274; today the population is forty- 
five. The people wers driven out 
bare as elsesrbara durlag that ter- 
rible period of the famine in tiie 
late '40s, and aloHMt ever since it 
has remahied a big grazing farm 
with this tiny remnant of population 
left upon it. 

This Is typical of what took place 
all over Ireland in those awful 
times. It is some comfort that Irish- 
men of this generation are living to 
sea the complete reveraal of all that 
bad and vrteked past. The Kstates 
Commissioners all over Ireland are 
buying up these cleared lands and 
are reselling them to the tenants. 
The tenants are therefore taking the 
place of the bullocks. 

Under Hirrell's new bill this pro- 
cess will be accelerated. Here and 
there the old spirit of greed is in- 
ducing men to put themselves in op- 
position to this movement and to bid 
for the lands which the Estates Coni- 
missloners want to resettle and n'- 
people, and Fsrrell has been de- 
nouncing in vigorons language two 
or three persons of this t.v|ie in 
County Longford, both in speech and 
in reports to his paper, hence the 
imprisonment. The chances are that 
Mr. Farreil will have to be liberated 
on account of his 111 health. He may 
be the last of the men who had to 

f'o to Jail to force from British Pa,r- 
iaments the legislation necessary to 
undo tht work of Elisabeth, of 
Cromwellmnd of the wi4ksd . men 



who in the 'tos took advantage of 
the prostration of Ireland under the 
awful calamities of hunger and 
pla^e to dfiv9 her people from their 
noma to exile abroad. 

We are now witnessing the nev^ 
plantation of Ireland, dWferent from 
the old plantations In this; that It 
is the planting forever in the soil of 
the old Irish race and not their e\ 
pulsion and substitution by the alien 
from other lands. Which it ts WOriS 
living to see.

The city administration made the 
claim several months ago that It 
would have money for the city by 
having certain street improvements 
made under the jurisdicti^tn of the 
Hoard of Public Works instead of 
letting it to the highest bidder. Th« 
city is crushing its own rock for 
street improvements now at a cost 
of $L0.'> per yard, when contractors 
formerly furnished it to the city for 
ninety-five cents a yard. The crush- 
ing of stone is not the only Instance 
in which the city and citlsens ara 
being duped by the Board of Public 
Works. If hlaa are advertised for 
according to law the olty will not 
fall short in getting what is coming - 

to it. 

Councilman Isadore Forst jumped 
all over the proposed appropriation 
of $2,900 for tne M.iyor s secret serv- 
ice fund, and the people believe he 
was riffht. Formerly the Mayor ot 
TajuIsvITc has had a secret service 
fund of $1,000. Last yesr it was 
raised to $2,000, and now an attempt 
has been made to make it still 
higher. Is this another Rooseveltian 
idea'.' Is Mayor (Irinstead following 
in the wake of the President of the 
I nited States? The forces of the city 
administration are honeycomiied 
with spies now, and every man's 
eyes and ears are trained against his 
brothers. 

The I.ouisvile Fvening Post has 
( liampioned the cause ot the ])reseut 
management of the Louisville Water 
Company, and declares that things 
mav be better in 1012. Three years 
to "wait! The Post says that the 
present management had to change 
the discount from 20 to S per cent, 
on aooount of mismanagement of the 
old Democrotlc officials. .\nd yet 
Mayor Bingham started an investiga- 
tion of the Louisville Water Com- 
pany's affairs that cost the city 
quite a sum of money, and the in- 
vestigation revealed that the water 
company's affairs had not been mls- 
managell.

The 
l;mperor of Germany, always rever- 
ent toward the Papacy, sent by hi- 
messenpers n massive chiselled jjold 
seal with the Papal arms carved on 
a lar>re liloodstoin'. Kiny \lfonso of 
Spain. mIio llioiiyli one of the cliil- 
diin of the clnindi. has not yet vis- 
ited the Vatican since lii~ ac<'cssion 
chose from the treasures of the 
Kseiirial a sjdendiil Oriental carpel 
of iini<|iie design, which in the 
future will cover the floor of the 
\aiican library. 

King Manuel of Portugal presented 
a large silver vase. decorate<l with 
cupids and flowers, which Pius X. 
declared worthy to be placed beside 
the masterjiieees of Henvennto 
( elliiii. Hie (■olle;re of Cnrilinals 
combined to make n larfre present of 
►eter's peiu'e. which amounted t « 
nearly $3il.ono. The pries) s and 
superiors of the Papal household pre- 
sented a fine specimen of Persian 
carpet ware specially ordered from 
Ilie Orient. 

The ^'ifts of the Irish parishes 
particularly ])leased the Pope. Thev 
include hirfre nunitjers of pieces of 
fine Irish lace, some mode as vest- 
ments and others for trimming altar 
cloths, etc. In admiring and com- 
menting on these, Pius X. called to 
mind the early converts" in Ireland 
and the continued "fafthfulness of the 
Irish to the Koman Catholic ehureli. 
and in sending U s|)eeial bh'ssinu 
throntrli Cardinal Lojr'ie he said: 
■"Tlii'se idiildrcn have :ilua\s bei'n 
.■Iiiiiili^- the faithful to the cliiin-li. 
and even to me. though I ha>e never 
Vnown ihcni. they send these beauti- 
ful offerings." 

■|"he pi-esenf Pope was always be- 
loved among his rectors and dio- 
cesans when Patrlan'h of Venice. 
Therefore he was specially gratifieil 
when they visited Borne en masse a 
few weeks ago and presented him 
iwith a goodly sum of Peter's pence. 
Several bore gifts from his former 
parishioners. One old woman who 
had been befriended by the Pope 
years apo 'when he was Itislmp ot 
Treviso sent him a Uirye cheese of 
her own making'. Some peasants 
from a district of the Canipnpna 
where the Pope had laiiscil the 
church to be rebuilt liron^'lit him in 
a splendid selection of fruit, and an 
admirer in Sicily sent him a ease of 
old iwine. 

The number of chaliecs, crosses 
and reliquaries which have been sent 
to the F^>pe in the last twelve-montli 
is innumerable. The women of Kn^- 
land, Ireland ami ^M-otland ' nloiii' 
sent .'Hi2, which were presented to the 
Pontiff in person by the Duchess of 
"Norfolk as their rejiresentative 
Xorth America contributed many 
more. The Kni),'lits of the Holy 
Sepiirclnc ya \ e the Pope a number 
of portable altars, each complete 
with Ihe proper vessels. 

Pius X. does not mean that thes 
beautiful and at the same time use- 
ful gifts shall be hidden in the 
Vatican, useless and nnseen. The 
ehnllces. vestments, altars, etc.. will 
be divided among the poorer par- 
ishes which can not afford to pro- 
vide good ones. The priests of the 
Roman <"ampagna. where the popula- 
tion is sparse and poor, will be par- 
ticnlnrly looked after. 

It develop-, that King- Kdward VII, 
of KnplancI and Tlic-odore Hoosevelt, 
President of the Cnited Slates, are 
ilie onlv rulers of civilized countries 
who have not at least sent their eon 
trrutnlations to His Holiness on the 
occasion of bis golden sacerdotal 
jubilee.

It may be worth while for Cath- 
olics, at least American Catholics, to 
know that their forbears had a part 
in planning the city of Washington. 
It is a historical fact that in 1663, 
or more than a century before the 
Ki-voliitlonary war, that the site upon 
which the city of Washington now 
stands was laid out qn paper by the 
followers of Lord Baltimore, and was 
called Rome. A gentlenian named 
Pope owned the soil, and a stream 
called the Tiber flowed throURh Ihe 
tract. Thf Tiber l.s now covered tip 
and is pari of the sewer system of 
Wasliliinion. but one of its main 
springs liirnishes all the drinkiiiK 
wafer used at the White House. 
Daniel Carroll, a Catholic and a rela- 
ttre ot the first Bishop of Baltimore, 
owned the land later, and at the time 
that the City of- Washington was be- 
ing bailt waa a great friend of George 
Washington. 

Daniel Carroll was burn in Prince 
Oeorge county, Maryland, In 1756. He 
was a large land owner, aad followed 
farming for an occupation. He was a 
delegate troiii Maryland to the Con- 
tinental Congress which sat from 
17 80 to 17H4, and later was a mem- 
ber of the convention which framed 
the const it lit ion of the l ulled StalCK. 
As a member of the Hrsl Congress of 
the United States, to which he v\a> 
elected as a Federalist, he took ar. 
active part In aecuring the seat ot 
the QoTernment in Maryland, and In 
1791 was appointed by Washington 
one of the Commissioners to locate 
the District of Columbia and the 
Federal city. 

In the fall of 1 7!' I lie inei W asli- 
ington one day hv .!|>,miii)' mi, ni ai 
Stiter'R Tavern in (ieoi k' Iow n. and 
Ihe two rode on ' inilk-while" horses 
over ihe ground of the inoposed cilv. 
President Washington arconipanied 
Carrol lo his home on Ilie Corn .\li- 
l)e\ Manor farm, and "stayed all 
night. ' The whole of the next day 
was spent in consultiuK and planning, 
and it is said that on that occasion 
it was definitely decided where the 
capltol should be located. 

It would appear therefore that a 
Catholic had a voice In the location 
of the capltol and '^'strict of Colum- 
bia, ajul owned the land of the lite; 
another Catholic [daiined the streets, 
avenues and sites for public buildings, 
while still another Catholic ceded the 
land on which was lo be erected the 
fuiiire home of the Prcsidenis of the 
I'nlled Slates 

In I son Washingioii was a c ity of 
mil ici|)ai Ion : lis site was Utile heller 
th-in a wilderness. A sketch of Wash- 
ington in embryo, compiled from rare 
historical researches *Dt Dr. Joseph 
M. Toner, prior ^o 1792, was pub- 
lished in 1898. This map waa made 
before the survey by Peter Charles 
L'Bnfant. (he French engineer officer 
selected by Washington to lay out a 
plan for the futuie diy. David Burns, 
a member of Father .McCaffrey's par- 
ish, which in 1794 became St. Pat- 
rick's, owned the land on which the 
While House now lands. Daniel Car- 
roll was the owner o\' Corn .Vbliey 
.Manor, a plantation of aboiti tioh 
acres, located on Capitol Hill, and 
running from there to ihe Poioinai- 
river, ' Paw lawniack " as it was then 
called. On his property was erected 
the Capltol'of the United States, and 
in more recent years the Congres- 
sional Library and other public build- 
ings. The wing of the Capltol occu- 
pied by the House of RepreaenUtlves 
was formerly the site of the manor 
house, the residence of Daniel Carroll, 
the largest room of which was used 
as a chapel, and the spot where then 
stood the altar is, according to the 
chart, very neor the deak of the 
Speaker. 

The act lu luiale the seal of ihe 

national Ciovernment on the Potomac 
waa passed by Congress and a|)|)roved 
July 15, 1790. Prior to that dale the 
seat of the Government had been a 
movable tedy. After the battle of 
Brandywlne, September 11, 1777. 
Congress was removed from Phila- 
delphia to Bristol: then to Baltimore; 
then to York. Fa., and from there 
successively to Princeton, Trenton, 
New York and Annapolis. By the 
terms of Ihe act the seat of the c.ov- 
ernmeni was to remain In Phila- 
delphia lor ten years, after which it 
was lo be located permanently In 
Wasbiiigton. 

In 1800 the population of Wash- 
ington was about ;!.oim», moni of 
whom were workmen emploved on 
the public buildings. Total number 
of houaaa 87> — 109 of briek and 263 
of frame. The population of the 
whole Diatrtct laelndlng Georgetown 
and AlezMdria waa 14,000.
